I make bold to believe that in the 
United States today at the close of 
this first quarter of this Twentieth cen­

That the southern part of Baffin 
Island contains two lakes comparable 
in size with Lake Ontario, and that the 
island, which is almost 1,000 miles 
long from north to south, Is nearly five 
times as large as Cuba, were some of 
the striking facts brought out In a 
report by F. D. Henderson, D. L. S., of 
the topographical survey of Canada. 
Mr. Henderson, in the capacity of 
surveyor 
and 
topographer, 
accom­ 
panied the 1023 Arctic expedition of 
the northwest territories branch, De­ 
partment of the Interior of Canada, 
under J. D. Craig, D. L. S. 
His duty 
was to survey lots for posts for the 
Royal Canadian Mounted police, the 
Hudson’s Bay company and other pri­ 
vate interests at the points at which 
the 
Canadian 
government 
steamer 
Arctic called, and to take magnetic ob­ 
servations and make topographical sur­ 
veys wherever possible. 
In all, eight 
lots were surveyed at Craig Harbor, 
Dundas Harbor, Eskimo Point, Pends 
Inlet 
and 
Pangnirtung, 
and 
short 
traverses were run at the two latter 
places. 
As the governing lines of tile 
Dominion lands surveys system have 
not 
been 
extended 
to 
the 
Arctic 
Islands, all lots were classed and num­ 
bered as group lots. 
The conditions were unusual. 
Con­ 
tinuous daylight prevailed during part 
of the period in which the purveys were 
made. Solar observations were the only 
kind taken and Greenwich time was 
obtained from the ship’s chronometer 
checked up by wireless, that great aid 
to the scientific worker In the field. 
In the Intervals between survey work 
trips were made to Inspect outcrop­ 
pings of Iron and coal (one of the lat­ 
ter is used locally as a source of fuel 
supply) and the condition of the Es­ 
kimo habitations, the character of the 
vegetation, etc., were noted. 
Mosses 
and 
lichens 
were 
everywhere 
in 
abundance, and flowers, the most con­ 
spicuous of which was 
the 
yellow 
Arctic poppy, grew In all sheltered 
places, sometimes within a few* feet 
of a glacier. No trees were found, the 
nearest approach being the shrubllke 
Arctic willow with branches half an 
inch in diameter. The branches spread 
out horizontally close to the ground. 
It was sometimes possible to gather 
enough of tile wood to boll n kettle 
of water. 
Blueberries were found at 
Ponds Inlet, but smaller ami not so 
sweet as in southern Canada. 
At Ponds Inlet nnd 
Pangnirtung 
there 
are native villages near 
the 
Royal Canadian Mounted police nnd 
Hudson’s Bay company posts, contain­ 
ing normally from 75 to IOO Eskim o 
each, although at times as many as 
200 natives assemble at these points. 
Those at the former post live in per­ 
manent huts, under the direction of the 
authorities, have been neatly arranged 
in a line along the shore, whereas at 
the latter the natives still retain their 
skin igloos. 
At many places there are remains 
of Eskimo encampments nnd villages. 
Some of these are evidently very an­ 
cient and It was suggested that they 
would probably yield a rich store of 
valuable material to the archeological 
excavator. 


Smoking introduced in 
America by the Chinese 
The Indian long ha9 enjoyed the rep­ 
utation of having invented the pipe 
and bequeathed to white men the joys 
of tobacco. 
Recent discoveries in the 
IV est indicate, however, that the In­ 
dian in turn may have inherited the 
smoking habit from a much earlier pe­ 
riod, and that smoking was Introduced 
into America by the Chinese ar some 
remote time. 
It is certain that the 
East Indians have been smoking for 
some two thousand years. 
Long before tobacco was discovered 
smoking had become a fine art 
Baby­ 
lon doubtless had many smokers who 
were as particular about their pipes 
nnd brands as any one today. 
They 
smoked different woods and herbs and 
paid 
special attention 
to 
blending 
them to get the desired flavor. 
A 
piece of wood was burned to a char­ 
coal, and smoked In an ornamented 
pipe. 
When the charcoal was red 
hot a powder was dropped on It and 
the 
resulting 
smoke 
was 
Inhaled. 
Throughout Central Asia In remote 
times smokers were common and were 
exacting about the "tobacco,” or what­ 
ever It was they smoked. 
They used 
the gum from trees, bark and many 
aromatic herbs and smoked various 
kinds of flowers. 
Soldiers have been smokers from re­ 
mote antiquity. 
The Russian military 
camps still yield pipes. 
The ruins of 
Roman cities, notably Pompeii, show 
that smoking must have been common. 
Many of the pipe designs were most 
elaborate.—New York Times.

Washington.—R. Mildred Lang, sec­ 
retary Young Women’s Missionary so­ 
cieties and League for Sendee, in a 
report of Indian activities says that 
the twelfth birthday of a JI car ll hi 
Apache Indian maiden marks the turn 
Ing point in her life. 
She pulls out 
her eyebrows, which is a sign that her 
girlhood Is over and that she is ready 
for matrimony. 
Her parents give her 
a coming-out dance, which lasts for 
several days, and she often meets hor 
future husband for the first time. 
She 
enjoys great freedom before coming 
of age, but thereafter she must accept 
her parents’ choice. 
She may post­ 
pone the wedding date, but she gen­ 
erally has to give in. 
Continuing, the 
report says: 
“Many of the Indian parents have 
very low moral standards and are 
ignorant of the sanctity of marring, 
so It Is with Joy that missionaries 
. firing Christian principles of living into 
tho lives of the Indian maidens with 
whom they come Into contact in the 
schools and on their field trips. 
One 
girl postponed hor coming-out dance 
for two years, and when she was sev­ 
enteen her parents tried to force hor 
to consent to having it held. The girl 
ran away from home and came to tho­ 
rn halon school. 
Now she work a half 
of each day and Is trying to live a 
Christian life." 
In telling of the life of the Indian 
children, the report says that they are 
Ingenious in their playtime. The girls 
•nake whole families of rag dolls, and 
they use their handkerchiefs to make 
camps or tepees for their dolls to live 
In. Tile boys whittle out wooden guns, 
which 
are sometimes mistaken 
fur 
real weapons. 
Toe Indians are a very superstitious 
race, according to the report. 
The 
house and belongings of every Indian 
who dies are burned so that the spirit 
of the dead will not be able to find 
the relatives and haunt them. The In­ 
dians have such a fear of death that 
they often leave their sick and go off 
to order the wooden bor before the 
person Is dead. 
I 
“They hove great faith in the cures 
of the medicine man," continues fin* 
report. “When a baby has convulsions 
the medicine man will take the child 
by its feet and jounce It up and down, 
chanting all the while. Our minister’s 
wife came into a hat one day just in 
time to gave the life of one baby. If a 
man has n pain In his chest one cure 
Is to slash the chest with glass and let 
the pain out. 
The government physi­ 
cians for each tribe and the preventive 
measures practiced in our mission sta- 
Mons do a great deal for the health of 
the tribes."

TIMOTHY HAY MAKES 
POOR DAIRY FEED. 
Glover, alfalfa and 
other legumes 
make far better hay tor dairy cows 
and produce better milk than the best 
timothy, says C. C. Hayden, chief of 
dairy 
husbandry, 
Ohio Experiment 
Station. 
Yet questions coming to his 
department daily reveal the fact that 
many farmers OUI feed their 
milch 
cows timothy hay and com stover. 
The milk from 
cows fed 
timothy 
hay or stover and dry grains is low 
in vitamins. 
Mr. Hayden 
continues, 
and 1h not us valuable for children as 
that from cows fed bright legume hay. 
lf timothy must bt* grown for hay it 
is best if cut very soon after the heads 
appear. 
If no clover or alfalfa is coming on 
for use next winter, the best 
substi­ 
tutes are soybean hay 
or field 
peas 
and oats. The peas and oats are seed­ 
ed together as soon as the ground can 
be prepared 
and 
the .soybeans 
are 
seeded after the danger of frost.
